The number of Loan Funds in 3875 on Board’s Register was 31, being 1 less than in 
the preceding year. 

The circulation of Loan Funds throughout the country' connected with the Board 
in 1875 amounted to £517,359; it fell short -of that of the preceding year by the sum of 
£5,689. - ■ 

The capital of Loan Funds.actually working in 1875 amounted to £142,878 ; it exceeded 
that of the preceding year by the sum of £4,264. 

The number of loans made in 1875 was 103,860 ; it fell short of that of the preceding- 
year by 3,313. 

The number of Notes sold by the Board in 1875, at 2 d. each, was 108,400 ; it exceeded 
the number sold in 1874 by 2,800. 

The produce of the sale of Notes in 1875 was' £903 6?. 8 d . ; showing an increase, as 
compared with that of 1874," of £23 6s. 8 d. 

The number of Debentures sold in 1875 by -the Board, at Is. each, was 175; the 
produce of the sale of which was £8 15s. There -was an increase in the number sold, as 
compared with 1874, of 25, and in the produce of the sale, of £1 5s. 

The Gross Profits derived by Local Societies from Discount, Fines, Sale of Application 
Papers and Cards, in 1875, amounted to £15,688 13$. 7 d. ; they fell short of the amount 
derived from the same sources in 1874 by £288 5s. 10 d. 

The amount of Fines (one of the above-named items) in 1875 was £3,579 7s. 2 d.; 
they fell short of the amount derived from the same sources in 1874, by £171 9s. Qd. 

The amount of Surplus Profits applied to charitable or useful purposes in the several 
localities of Loan Funds, in 1875, was £1,434 7s. 7 d. ; showing an increase of such grants 
in that year, as compared with 1874, of £53 15s. Id.

class of small farmers and dealers on a small scale, who could only heretofore get loans 
of such small amounts from Loan Funds.
